As our tests 
were not productive of anything ab- 
normal, we forwarded two specimens of 
the water to an expert on his subject, 
who in due course of time returned 
them with the opinion that one was 
perfectly good whilst the other was en- 
tirely unfit for domestic use! As both 
came from the same spot and at the 
same time, we must confess cur faith 
in analysis was very mutch ‘shaken. It 
is a conceded fact that rivers are di- 
vested of all impurities after seven 
miles flow, and as it is 12 miles by the 
Huron to Ann Arbor we feel perfectly 
safe from any of their germs impreg- 
nating our ice crop. We, however, ar- 
rived at the conclusion we were mak- 
ing a confounded fool of ourselves by 
trying to excite public alarm when no 
cause existed for it. The same conclu- 
sion is open to any that chooses to avail 
himself of its prerogative.
